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SOYBEAl'J  INSPECTIONS  DROP  SEiARPLY  IN  NOVEBffiER 

Inspected  receipts  of  soybeans  dropped  sharply  in  November  to  a  total  of  15,841 
cars  compared  with  35,861  cars  in  October,  according  to  reports  to  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.     November  inspections  brought  the  total  for  the  first  two  months 
of  the  current  season  to  51,702  cars  compared  vath  43,115  cars  for  the  same  period 
last  year.     The  average  for  the  month  of  November  for  the  crop  years  1942-46  was 
17,218  cars. 

The  quality  of  the  soybeans  inspected  in  November  was  lovjer  than  for  the  preceding 
month,  only  68  percent  grading  No.  2  cr  better  compared  with  78  percent  in  October 
October-November  receipts  graded  considerably  below  those  of  last  season,  largely 
because  of  high  moisture,  only  74  percent  grading  No.  2  or  better  compared  with  89 
percent  a  year  ago. 

Inspections  of  soybeans  in  Nc.vember  included  the  equivalent  of  334  cars  inspected 
as  cargo  lots  and  truck  receipts  equal  to  about  292  cars.  1/
